After the F-16 determined the 
radar was preparing to launch a sur- 
face-to-air-missile, the fighter jet 
retaliated by firing a HARM missile 
that knocked out the mobile Iraqi 
station. 

U.S. Defense Secretary William 
Perry said the radar was one of two 
Iraqi “challenges” Wednesday to 
U.S. planes patrolling the no-fly 
zone — the other being two Iraqi 
aircraft that headed toward the zone 
but veered off before an encounter. 

The location of the F-16 air strike 
was not immediately known but was 
believed to be near Baghdad.

BEAUFORT, S.C. — South 
Carolina’s governor ordered evacua- 
tions Wednesday of the state’s entire 
coast as Hurricane Fran plowed 
toward the mainland with winds 
blowing at 115 mph. 

“No area along our coastline is safe 
from what has become a huge, men- 
acing storm,” Gov. David Beasley 
said. He estimated a half-million peo- 
ple would be affected by his order. 

With landfall! still more than a day 
away, Georgia’s Gov. Zell Miller 
declared a state of emergency along 
that state’s coast. 

The storm skirted the Bahamas 
today, largely sparing the islands 
from the worst of its fury as it took 
aim at the southeastern United States. 

Landfall is expected sometime late 
Thursday. A hurricane watch, already 
in effect from north of Sebastian Inlet 
in central Florida to Little River Inlet, 
S.C., was extended northward to 
North Carolina’s Oregon Inlet, the 
National Hurricane Center said. 
Hurricane warnings for part of that 
area were expected to be posted by 
midnight. 

At 2 p.m. EDT, the hurricane’s cen- 
ter was about 445 miles southeast of 
Charleston, S.C., wobbling toward the 
northwest at about 12 mph. The hurri- 
cane center said it was expected to 
continue following that heading 
through the night. 

In Beaufort, workers were busy 
boarding up windows as storm clouds 
rolled on the horizon. 

“T do believe this one is going to get 
us, that’s the way it’s heading,” said 
John Gallop, dockmaster at a down- 
town marine. 

“Tm not hanging around for it. My 
cat ‘and my car — we’re gone,” said 
Jennifer Topcik, who planned to get 
out of Beaufort this afternoon. 

Beasley put the state’s entire 
National Guard on standby, and

The Navy ordered ships out to sea

In Georgia, the Chatham County 
Commission called for a voluntary 
evacuation for the county’s 205,000 
residents.

lgot focuses on deficit, defense

SALT LAKE CITY — Texas bil- 
lionaire Ross Perot turned on his 
homespun humor and then to his cus- 
tomary charts and graphs on 
Wednesday to map out his views on 
the nation’s D-words - deficit and 
defense. 

His speech before the American 
Legion convention was Perot’s sec- 
ond public appearance since accept- 
ing the Reform Party’s nomination for 
president last month. 

His straightforward demeanor 
delighted the legionnaires, who gave 
Perot a standing ovation. 

“As your president you have my 
oath I will not leave the wounded 
behind,” he said of his solutions for 
both deficit and defense problems. ‘I 
think my record is indelibly clear on 
that.” 

He began his address by thanking 
the legionnaires for their sacrifices 
and service. Too often, Perot said, 
war is wrongly perceived as a “super- 
bowl sporting event” used by politi- 
cians to create a positive image and 
“get a bump in the polls.” 

“As you know better than anyone 
else, war is fighting, bleeding and 
dying,” he said. “War is having a 
young widow spend her life alone. 
War is having children grow up with- 
out their father. 

“There is nothing more brutal than 
war,’ Perot said. 


Perot said that as president, he never 


would allow American troops to be 
sent to another country under United 
Nations command. The nation’s lead- 
ers also must be willing to fight them- 
selves before committing anyone else. 

“The president must always ask 
himself, ‘Would I send my son or 
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“My husband called around and finally found 
someone who knew where we could go, but unfor- 
tunately it seems like there hasn’t really been any 
follow-up to get the program in action,” she said. 

Hunter said that she understood the program 
would provide shelter, or use of church buildings, 
but would exclude further services.

Historic Academy Square has been given a reprieve from the wrecking ball 
by the City Council. 

Working past midnight and into early Wednesday morning, Provo council 
members finally voted to back a resolution calling for a bond referendum that 
would allow voters to decide the site’s fate. 

‘Tentative plans are for a February or March election on a bond to pay $18 
million to move the city’s library into a renovated Academy Education 
Building and a new adjoining structure. 

“This reflects the historical position of the Brigham Young Academy 
Foundation,” said Wallace Raynor, a preservationist leader. 

If approved by voters, a bond would generate $911,500 — an 86 percent 
increase — in additional property tax revenues. The monthly bill for a 
$100,000 home would increase by $8.19 to just over $11. 

The plan calls for a 96,000-square-foot library in the Education Building and 
an adjoining new facility on the east. The remaining three Academy buildings 
would be razed. 

The Utah Heritage Foundation reportedly has agreed to drop its legal fight to 
preserve all four Academy buildings on condition of council approval of a 
voter referendum. 


Fired city attorney plans to sue for slander 


“Fired Assistant City Attorney Michael Thornton has filed papers notifying the 
city of his intent to file a $3 million lawsuii alleging slander and wrongful ter- 
mination. 

-Phornton was fired in May for an alleged breach of confidence: A notice of 
claim for Thornton was filed with city officials by attorneys John Musselman 
and Roger Hoole. 

Named as targets of the planned suit were Mayor George Stewart, City 
Attorney Gary Gregerson, the City Council and Council Director Ted Dowling. 

-City officials have 30 days to accept or deny the claim, filed Aug. 29. 

“ve been disappointed in the city of their treatment of me and in the way 
they’ve handled this whole affair,’ Thornton said. 

“J was really hoping we could come to a reasonable settlement without hav- 
ing to go to court. Unfortunately, it doesn’t look like they’re willing to do that,” 
he said.

Thornton has denied the allegation and maintained he was only doing his job 
as the council’s legal adviser when he talked to Thalman. He also denies the 
allegation that he lied about talking to Thalman when confronted by 
Gregerson. 

City officials have claimed there is more to Thornton’s firing than has been 
reported but have declined to discuss the matter further.

Senate fights discrimination against gays 


WASHINGTON — Key Senate Democrats say they’re optimistic that they’l1 
get enough votes to add language outlawing job discrimination against gays 
into a broader bill banning federal recognition of same-sex marriages. 

Sen. Edward Kennedy, D-Mass., Sen. James Jeffords, R-Vt., and Sen. 
Joseph Lieberman, D-Conn., said they hope the Senate will pass the measure 
as part of the bill defining marriage as a legal union between one man and one 
woman. 

Gay-rights activists are still lobbying against the overall bill —- called the 
Defense of Marriage Act — even though they expect the Republican-dominat- 
ed Congress to pass it by a wide margin. 

But they hope that if it does pass, it will include the anti-discrimination 
measure. 

“When the proposed Defense of Marriage Act reaches the Senate floor ... 
People for the American Way Action Fund urges senators to take lemons and 
make lemonade: attach the Employment Non-Discrimination Act to the bill as 
an amendment,” the group said in a written statement Wednesday. 

“We want to shift the debate away from anti-gay diatribes toward a discus- 
sion about ending discrimination against gays and lesbians,” the staternent 
reads. f 

During a news conference, Kennedy said the anti-job discrimination amend- 
ment had 31 co-sponsors Wednesday, and he knew of at least eight additional 
Democrats who have said they would vote for it. 

Support is growing, although “I think we all know ... 
uphill,” Lieberman said. 
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daughter to fight in this war, and if he 
would not, we should not,” he said.

“One of the biggest concerns for 
NASA and the astronauts is how well 
they do when they land,” Sharp said. 

“They get dizzy and faint when they 
try to stand up. ... If we can find some 
way to treat the astronauts by reduc- 
ing the time for recovery and adjust- 
ment to gravity, then it would be a 
great benefit to NASA.” 

Pantalos and Sharp hope to improve 
on devices astronauts now use to pre- 
vent blood from pooling in their legs 
and causing faintness. 

The smaller mock cardiovascular 
system includes a mechanical left 
ventricle called the Utah-100. 

Pantalos said the device measures 
only 25 inches high and 18 inches 
wide so it can fit in a space shuttle 
experiment canister during next 
year’s flight. It previously has taken 
nine flights on NASA’s jet. 

During a 1994 flight, Pantalos was 
accompanied by actors Tom Hanks 
and Kevin Bacon, who were experi- 
encing weightlessness to prepare for 
their film “Apollo 13.” 

The larger mock circulatory system 
is as tall as a real person. Its size and 
the greater sophistication of its com- 
ponents. should provide the 
researchers more accurate informa- 
tion about human blood flow in 
weightlessness, Pantalos said. 

During next week’s flights, the two 

devices will be flown in various posi- 
tions to mimic the posture of astro- 
nauts when they are sitting upright, 
lying flat or lying with their legs ele- 
vated as they are during a shuttle 
launch.

WASHINGTON — U.S. military 
strikes against Iraq left Saddam 
Hussein “strategically worse off,” 
President Clinton said Wednesday, 
but Iraqi forces still challenged 
American air patrols in the newly- 
expanded “no-fly” zone over southern 
Iraq. 

Clinton, speaking with reporters in 
the Oval Office, declared the twin 
U.S. cruise missile strikes against 
Iraqi air defense sites this week a suc- 
cess. 

They had been sparked by Saddam’s 
attacks on the Kurds in the north. 

“I’m satisfied this mission has 
achieved the objectives we set out for 
it,’ Clinton said in his first assessment 
of the U.S. moves, which included 
enlarging the so-called “no fly” zone 
in southern Iraq. 

Saddam now “knows there is a 
price to be paid for stepping over the 
line,” the president said. “He is strate- 


gically worse off.” 

Even so, Iraqi forces confronted 
U.S. flyers twice as they began their 
patrols Wednesday over the expanded 
“no-fly” zone that Washington unilat- 
erally declared Tuesday. 

An Iraqi air defense radar site illu- 
minated an Air Force F-16 with its 
signal, a potential precursor to firing a 
surface-to-air missile. 

The “Fighting Falcon” responded by 
unleashing an anti-radar missile, and 
the site went silent, Defense Secretary 
William Perry told reporters. 

Two Iraqi MiGs also apparently 
tried to “lock on” to U.S. jets con- 
ducting a routine patrol, but turned 
away as they neared the 33rd parallel, 
the northern border of the expanded 
“no-fly” zone, defense officials said. 

To reinforce the buffer zone 
between Iraq and its neighbors, 
Clinton announced Tuesday that the 
“no-fly” zone would be expanded 
about 60 miles farther north, to the 
33rd parallel.

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Terrérism: the invisible enemy 


In the wake of the recent Olympic bombing and the crash of TWA flight 800, 
much has been said and written about terrorism in America. It is a new national 
enemy — not the “evil empire” or Adolph Hitler or even Fidel Castro. This enemy 
is even more frightening because it cannot be seen, and is even more difficult to 
fight. Is terrorism robbing the United States of its innocence and of its freedoms? 

In some ways it is hard to say which is more disheartening; that. innocent people 
are killed and wounded because of a random terrorist attack, or that the youth of 
today are growing up with the idea that this is to be expected in their country. In a 
recent issue of USA Today, teenagers were interviewed about terrorist activities. 
They said that terrorism is unfair, but that it is “just part of the world we live in 
today,’ and we are going to have to “deal with it.” Is this an attitude of complacen- 
cy or simply the reality of today? Either way, it does not look promising. 

At the same time, it is hard to stay pessimistic for too long when you witness an 
- event as simple as the re-opening of the Centennial Olympic Park. Here we see 
' thousands of spectators and athletes who have decided they will not succumb to the 
» threat of cowardly terrorist attacks and will proceed with the Olympic Games as 
. planned. For these people there is something bigger than fear. Whether it is patrio- 
* tism, bravery, defiance or simply the hope that isolated incidents will not become a 
» national standard, something propels them to assume the best. 

In a time when Murphy’s Law dictates our day-to-day actions, is there reason to 
believe that things might actually change for the better? Yes, but only if individuals 
decide to change. In some ways it is similar to the government’s efforts te control 
illicit drugs. No matter how many drug cartels are brought down, how many arrests 
are made, how many “just say no” campaigns we throw at kids, it seems there will 
not be a solution for illegal drugs until individual people decide to change. 

Fighting terrorism is a similar exercise in futility. There needs to be a change in 
individuals before there can be a change in society. Perhaps it requires a spiritual 
awareness — an idea we do not like to discuss, lest we offend somebody. Along 
with security and politics, let us not forget the power of our faith and our prayers. 
We have felt the effects of terrorism in our country, but we do not need to accept 
these actions as the “norm.” We cannot fight terrorism, but we can defy it. By 
doing so, we refuse to allow ourselves to be robbed of our freedoms.

Don’t put a shoulder belt under your 
arm or behind your back because it is 
uncomfortable. 

“In 12 years. ve been working on 
the patrol, I’ve never seen someone 
killed because they were wearing a 
seat belt,’ Hardie said. “I’ve seen peo- 
ple killed, but it was from other 
things.” 

Seat belts are only one way to 
increase safety. A head rest can help 
prevent whiplash and air bags can act 
as a supplement to seat belts in head- 
on collisions. 

Hardie said cars are now being built 
with stronger bodies that allow them 
to take a roll better than before. 

Some cars’ fenders, or the body 
material behind them, are designed to 
collapse in a crash so they absorb 
most of the kinetic energy. 

Some fuel-injected cars have the 
main fuel to the car shut off automati- 
cally so it doesn’t leak out fuel in a 
crash, said Chris Sheriff, a Ford tech- 
nician at Provo/Orem Ford.

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Companion document to BYU mission statement 


aims to make education process student-centered

Distributed to faculty this fall was 
AOt- only the BYU mission statement, 
dust; with it a new document was 
bound — “The Aims of a BYU 
Education.” 

Though the document was begun in 
the fall of 1994, and approved by the 
Board of Trustees in March 1995, the 
final draft was not released to the 
general university population until the 
fall faculty conferences. 

Part of the reason was the transition 
between administrations and the wait 
for the approval of the new adminis- 
tration. But now the document has 
been widely distributed. 

“We tried to give everybody on 
campus a copy of the mission state- 
ment and the ‘aims,’ and we bound 
them together deliberately because 
they are both companion documents,” 
said John Tanner, an academic vice 
president who was instrumental in the 
drafting of the document. The docu- 
ment, Tanner said, was not meant to 
replace the mission statement, but to 
expand upon it. 

He said the document was also 
given to all incoming freshmen. “This 
is what we hope a BYU education 
will be for them (freshmen). This is 
what we hope to give them.” 

Eventually Tanner hopes to “flood 
the university” with the aims docu- 
ment. Everyone with any influence 
on the education of others has been 
given a copy. 

“This includes, of course, all the 
people who teach students. But it also 
includes people whom they may work 
with in their employment, or it may 
be in their residence hall,” Tanner 
said. 

“These are shared objectives. This 
document is meant to articulate our 
shared aspirations. So coaches, resi- 
dents’ assistants, the people who 
work with faculty — we want all 
these people to understand these prin- 
ciples because we all have a role to 

play. 

“Think of the importance one of the 
people who manage a residence hall 
could play in the character develop- 
ment of a student,’ Tanner explained. 
“We hope everybody who comes in 
contact with new students — and that 
all students — know what this is 
about.” 

The document began during the uni- 
versity’s Self-Study as an effort to 
provide direction to the programs and 
other things that were studying their 
role at the university. 

“This isa culmination of some parts 

of the Self-Study,’ Tanner said. 
“This came out of an effort to clarify 
for the university the objectives or 
our aspirations for students, what we 
hope will happen to students who 
obtain a BYU education. 

“We didn’t feel the need to rewrite 
the mission statement, but we felt the 
need to provide a supplement to it 
that specified in more detail what we 
hoped to’accomplish with our stu- 
dents.” 

The document focuses on the 
desired effects a BYU education will 
have on graduates. 

“We’re focusing on specific out- 
comes, specific student outcomes,” 
Tanner said, commenting on the fact 
that the whole document is “student- 
centered.” It contains only informa- 
tion about how students at BYU 
should be affected; nothing is men- 
tioned about any other aspect of the 
university. 

The document states that students at 
the university should receive an edu- 
cation that is spiritually strengthen- 
ing, intellectually enlarging and char- 
acter building. 

Each of the objectives listed is 
begun with a statement by Brigham 
Young, the prophet for whom the uni- 
versity is named and who had a great 
vision for the university. 

And though many people have writ- 
ten and spoken of the university, in 
the text itself only the mission state- 
ment, the scriptures and the prophets 
are quoted. 

Each of these areas is expounded 
upon, with the intellectually enlarging 
category being the longest and most 
exiemsively discussed. 

aims of an undergraduate edu- 
cation are detailed in three areas: 
skills, breadth and depth. One subject 
under skills, Tanner emphasized, is 
“sound thinking,” not just critical 
thinking. 


“That’s an unusual term,” Tanner 
explained. “We talk about sound 
thinking: good judgment, reasoning. 
And that includes not just being able 
to analyze but being able to make 
moral decisions.” 

While the document was being 
drafted, a survey of university faculty 
values was conducted. 

The results, Tanner said, were very 
congruent with what appears in the 
document. Faculty said they were 
very interested in providing not only 
an intellectual, but a spiritual educa- 
tion. 

Also as part of the creation of the 
document, drafts were distributed to 
faculty and they were asked for any 
feedback. 

“A few people from the administra- 
tion were given the task of composing 
the draft, but after that it was 
reviewed by many levels, widely 
across both the administration and 
faculty. It was also taken to the Board 
of Trustees and shared with them,” 
Tanner said. “It has been broadly 
shared and refined in that process.” 

One of the faculty members who 
gave feedback on the document was 
Merrill Christensen, an associate pro- 
fessor of nutrition. 

When he was given one of the first 
drafts of the document, Christensen 
said he spent all morning composing 
a four-page response, and then per- 
sonally delivered it. 

But in the next drafts, he didn’t 
notice any of the changes he had sug- 
gested, and he said his response was 
not acknowledged. 

“I was concerned about the mini- 
malist approach to the major educa- 
tion,’ Christensen said. 

He explained that in the section 
referring to a general education, the 
document expounds upon the need to 
learn a little of everything. 

But in the section concerning major 
education, Christensen noted the term 
“Jean and taut.” 

He said he was concerned that too 
much emphasis was being put on 
generals, and not enough on a specif- 
ic area of study, saying that to be 
competitive in any graduate school, it 
was this education that would be 
most necessary. 

“Of course ... a major education is 
“Jean and taut,” it can’t teach them 
(students) everything, can’t teach 
them depth, so let’s give them the 
minimum and: get them on to gradu- 
ate school.’ General education is por- 
trayed as, ‘Gee, let’s give them expo- 
sure to everything, let’s expose them 
to everything. They should have a lit- 
tle sampling of everything,” 
Christensen said of the document. 

Such an emphasis would be con- 
trary to the goal stated later in the 
document and in the mission state- 
ment: “BYU students should be 
‘capable of competing with the best 
of students in their field,” 
Christensen said. 

But in the final draft Christensen 
said his “initial concern was 
addressed fairly well. 

“T agree that you need a ‘lean and 
taut’ curriculum if we’re going to get 
people out of here, but I’m still not 
totally convinced that the university, 
in terms of undergraduate education, 
placed major education as a number 
one priority that is supplemented by 
general education. 

“The order in which it is presented 
here almost makes it seem like it’s the 
opposite. We want to give students a 
broad range of experience and 
acquaint them with great ideas in all 
these different fields, and we also 
want to give them a competent major 
education,” Christensen said. 

Christensen said that he did, howey- 
er, agree with the general ideas pre- 
sented in the document. 

“Under no circumstance are you 
going to be able to produce a docu- 
ment that everybody agrees with,” he 
chuckled. “And so I applaud their 
effort to do that, and I respect the 
men and women who put this togeth- 
er and understand and sympathize 
with the great amount of time that 
went into this whole thing.” 

Of the whole process, Christensen 
said it typifies his memories of the 
Lee administration — everything 
written in black and white. 

“The administration was really 
determined, and I think for the most 
part did a pretty good job, to set 
things down in black and white: these 
are the expectations of faculty, and 
here, in black and white, what acade- 
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mic freedom means at BYU, and 


here, black and white, are the aims of 


a BYU education,” Christensen said. 

The document will be implemented, 
Tanner said, as departments, colleges 
and other aspects of the university 
develop programs, curriculum and 
even hire people, using the document 
as a guide. 

“We will be using it ourselves in the 
administration as we go around and 
conduct annual stewardship visits 
with the various units on campus: col- 
leges, departments, support services,” 
Tanner said. 

“Among the other things we’ll be 
doing is to ask, ‘How are your goals 
congruent with the university mission 
and aims? Are they advancing these 
purposes?” 

Some of the objectives were similar 
to those expressed in the Lighting the 
Way Campaign as well. 

“It’s been helpful for both these 
major institutional undertakings (the 
campaign and the Self-Study) to have 
this document clarify our objectives at 
BYU, not to supplant, but to supple- 
ment the mission statement.”

this menu and get a large portion for 
the price. The 19th Hole charges 
$4.50 for the sandwich basket. 

The second option is a Build-a-sub 
basket. We could make it hot or cold, 
add 0-3 meats, 1-2 cheeses and again, 
any condiments which includes all the 
veggies people load on their hoagies. 
This item also included two sides and 
is $4. 

We decided to try the Build-a-pizza. 
Since all the toppings were free, we 
put all of them on, except sausage 
because that stuff’s nasty on pizza. 
For $7 we got a pizza better than all 
of the cheapo places in Provo that 
people try to get by with. And we had 
extra slices to take home. 

But I have saved the good stuff for 
last. Not only do they have 19 ice 
cream flavors, four yogurts, four sher- 
bets, sundaes, banana splits and hot 
fudge brownies, the 19th Hole also 
features a specialty drink called the 
Blended Fruit Smoothie. 

Although we can’t give them snaps 
for originality in the name, we can 
applaud their efforts on these fruit fla- 
vor combinations being fat-free or 
virtually fat-free and for the low price 
of $2.75. 

According to the co-owners of the 
19th Hole, things may change as the 
days go by. Dale Keep, one of the co- 
owners, is hoping to add different 
kinds of pizza crust to the menu such 
as parmesan herb or sourdough. Pizza 
sauces such as alfredo or pesto may 
be added as well. Right now they only 
have the traditional red sauce. 

Each “hole” will have a golf flag to 
identify it and there will be a patio 
outside available to anyone interested 
in that kind of atmosphere. 
“Hopefully, every time you come in 
here, there’ll be something different,” 
Keep said.

Have you ever found yourself 
putting off an assignment, rationaliz- 
ing and saying that if you ignore it, it 
will go away, or that you’re waiting 
for the “flash of inspiration?” 

Maybe you’ve told yourself that an 
assignment would take only an hour, 
when in reality, it should take four 
hours. Perhaps, you’ve convinced 
yourself that you really only want a 
*B’ on the assignment, when an ~A’ is 
within reach if you try just a little 
harder. 

-All of these rationalizations are 
symptoms of a greater underlying 
cause: procrastination. 
“Procrastination is the avoidance of 
specific tasks or work which needs to 
be accomplished,” said Jennifer 
Doyle, a senior majoring in art and an 
instructor of the Overcoming 
Procrastination workshop offered: by 
the Career and Learning Center. 

Procrastination is a problem that 
affects most college students at one 
time or another during their college 
careers and is often difficult to over- 
come. 

One tactic to help ease tendencies of 
procrastination while studying, is to 
schedule in study breaks, Doyle said. 
It helps a students’ concentration to 
know that a break is coming and for 
how long that break will be. 

Another help in overcoming pro- 
crastination is having a realistic per- 
ception of time. “Work to acquire an 
adequate understanding of the amount 
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of time it’s really going to take you to 
do a project and what your abilities 
really are,” Doyle said. 

An essential element in overcoming 
procrastination is effective planning, 
Doyle said. Helpful hints for effective 
planning include: segmenting the 
task, calendaring the segmented 
items, monitoring your progress on 
the small steps, and assessing prob- 
lems when they arise.

Using a planne: is a popular way to 
keep on top. “I use a planner 
and a time table,” said Carol 
Frankman, a senior from Rexburg, 
Idaho majoring in family science. “I 
always leave open space in my sched- 
ule in case things take longer than I 
expected.” 

Another way to overcome procrasti- 
nation is to make lists, said Cindy 
Rice, a senior from Sandy majoring in 


public relations. “I set personal dead- 
lines a few days before my assigr- 
ments are due.” 

Many students have found that hav- 
ing a busy schedule forces them to 
stay on task. 

“T’ve discovered that if I have a lot 
to do, I can’t procrastinate,” ‘Said 
Ross. “So, I found that I’ve gotten 
busy. If I have a deadline, I get thirtgs 
done.”

The rabbit’s refrain might well 
have been Hingis’ lament. She had a 
mixed doubles semifinal match over 
on Court 16, and here she was still in 
the stadium playing singles against 
Jana Novotna in the U.S. Open quar- 
terfinals. 

What to do? 

Shorten the points, of course. 

Hingis did just that, rushing the net 
the way another Martina once did 
and dancing into the semifinals at 
age 15 on Wednesday. 

Next up is that other Martina’s old 
nemesis, Steffi Graf. 

Hingis, named after Navratilova 
and guided toward a tennis career 
since birth, beat the No. 7 Novotna 
6-4 to become the 
youngest Open semifinalist since 
Jennifer Capriati in 1991. 

In the men’s quarterfinals, Andre 
Agassi and Michael Chang won to 
set up a meeting in Saturday’s semi- 
finals. 

Agassi, No. 6, beat No. 3 seed 
Thomas Muster 6-2, 7-5, 4-6, 6-2 
Wednesday night to move within a 
victory of his third straight Open 
final. Agassi won the title two years 
ago, then lost in the final last year to 
Pete Sampras. 

Chang, No. 2, beat unseeded Javier 
Sanchez 7-5, 6-3, 6-7 (7-2), 6-3 ina 
nearly three-hour baseline duel 
Wednesday and reached the Open 
semis for the first time since 1992.

Hingis, who became the youngest

“T have a lot of fun playing dou- 
bles, and I have great partners, so 
why not?” Hingis replied. The last 
player to reach the semis in all three 
events was Novotna in 1994. 

Hingis had to get this one over 
quickly, she said, because she had a 
mixed doubles semifinals match to 
play with partner Christo van 
Rensburg.

EREZ CROSSING, Gaza Strip — - 
Formally accepting Yasser Arafat as a 
peace partner, Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu met Wednesday 
for the first time with the Palestinian 
leader he had long shunned and 
reviled as a terrorist. 

The two leaders entered the meeting 
room separately. Flanked by aides, a 
grim-faced Netanyahu buttoned his 
jacket and reached across a table to 
briefly grasp the hand of Arafat, 
dressed in his usual black-and+white 
checkered headdress and olive; mili- 
tary-style outfit. 

After meeting for more than an 
hour, Netanyahu said he was commit- 
ted to carrying out peace agreements 
Arafat had signed with Israel’s previ- 
ous dovish government. 

“We have to take into account the 
needs and requirements of both 
sides,” Netanyahu said. He said the 
objective of the talks was to assure 
“security and well-being of Israelis 
and Palestinians alike.” 

Arafat also expressed his desire to 
move forward. “We and Mr. 
Netanyahu and his government can 
work together to advance the peace of 
the brave,” he said. 

Two dozen Israeli peace activists 
demonstrated outside. “Bibi, it’s 
about time,” read one placard, refer- 
ring to the Israeli leader by his widely 
used nickname. 

The encounter constitutes the first 
recognition of Arafat by an Israeli 
premier from the hard-line Likud 
Party, which has long opposed Israel- 
PLO peacemaking. 

In a conciliatory step, Arafat had 
called Netanyahu before the 5:45 p.m. 
(8:45 a.m. MDT) meeting and apolo- 
gized for Palestinian author Khalil 
Sawaheri, who wrote in the Al Ayyam 
daily Tuesday that the Israeli prime 
minister was “more Nazi than Hitler.” 

A statement by Netanyahu’s office 
quoted Arafat as saying he had “no 
doubt the prime minister will advance 
the peace process.” Netanyahu 
responded that he “‘is satisfied that 
understandings have been reached for 
advancing the peace process,” the 
statement said. 

The encounter is expected to help 
clear the air between Israelis and 
Palestinians after months of growing 
animosity following Netanyahu’s 
election victory in May. 

Long opposed to Israel-PLO peace- 
making, Netanyahu has complained 
that Arafat has not lived up to the 
peace agreements already signed. 

The Palestinian leader has been 
angered by Netanyahu’s decision to 
expand Jewish settlements in the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip and by Israel’s 
stalling on a promised troop pullback 
from the West Bank town of Hebron. 

The meeting took place at the 
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Israeli-Palestinian liaison office near 
the Erez military checkpoint between 
Israel and the Gaza Strip. 

Earlier in the day, Palestinian nego- 
tiator Saeb Erakat questioned the 
importance of the meeting itself. 

“Nobody can tell what the results will 
be,” he told reporters. 

He added that he hoped the peace 
process could ,be put back on track by 
implementing earlier agreements with 
Israel. 

The negotiations leading up to the 
summit were spearheaded by 
Norwegian diplomat Terje Larsen, 
who is ‘the sersor U.N. official in the 
Gaza Strip. > 

He helped assemble a package 
agreement that included key outstand- 
ing issues such as withdrawing Israeli 
troops from Hebron, the operation of 
a Palestinian airport, the release of 
Palestinian prisoners and an easing of 
Israel’s six-month closure of the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip. 

An Israeli source said U.S. officials 
hinted that a meeting between 
Netanyahu and President Clinton next 
week was linked to Netanyahu hold- 
ing talks with Arafat. 

The warning was apparently passed 
to Netanyahu’s foreign policy adviser, 
Dore Gold, by U.S. envoy Dennis 
Ross during a meeting in Paris last 
week. 

During today’s meeting, Arafat was 
expected to ask Netanyahu to issue 
nearly 70,000 work permits that 
would allow Palestinians to return to 
jobs in Israel. The closure of the West 
Bank and Gaza, imposed after a series 
of suicide-bombings by Islamic mili- 
tants in Israel this spring, has kept 
Palestinians from getting to work. 

The Israeli leader had asked Arafat 
to renegotiate the terms of a Hebron 
troop pullback to better ensure the 
safety of 450 Jewish settlers living in 
the heart of the city of 94,000 
Palestinians. 

Netanyahu is under pressure from 
Israel’s allies, his security establish- 
ment and Cabinet moderates to meet 
Arafat to rekindle the peace process. 
But right-wing officials representing 
key Likud constituencies bitterly 
oppose the meeting. 

Netanyahu has shunned Arafat since 
defeating Israeli Prime Minister 
Shimon Peres in May.

The Washington County Water 
Conservancy District has been drain- 
ing the reservoir all summer to allow 
crews to upgrade the dam. 

DWR officials assured anglers that 
enough water would remain to leave 
the fish largely unaffected. 

But wildlife experts did not know 
5 feet of silt had accumulated on the 
bottom of Kolob during the past 10

years, Chamberlain said, and the fish 
were left with just a pool of water 
about 4 feet deep on the southeast 
side. 

DWR would have considered lift- 
ing fishing limits at Kolob had they 
known of the silt, Chamberlain said. 

Most of the trout population was 
lost, and officials don’t know how 
many survived. 

The cutthroat 
spawning next 
spring will give 
the population a 
boost, and DWR 
at that time will 
stock the lake 
with as much 
trout as it can, 
Chamberlain said. 

He asked fish- 
ermen to throw 
back cutthroats to 
provide “a nucleus to start with next 
year.” 

He said the die-off was good for 
other aquatic wildlife, including 
chubs, golden shiners and crawdads, 
which compete with trout and con- 
sume the bait used to catch trout. 

“There are some positive things 
that are going to come out of all this,” 
he said. 

“Certainly the loss of all those trout 
is not one of them.” 
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
